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THE SEASONING YARD AT WEST OAKLAND WOOD PRESERVING PLANT. 


Wood Preserving Plants Prolong Life of Timbers 
In Which SP Has Millions of Dollars Invested 


[UNDER every one of the 13,700 miles 
of track over which our railroad 
operates there are about 3,000 crassties, 
each of them representing an investment 
of five dollars. 


Some quick arithmetic shows that this 
adds up to $15,000 per mile for ties 
alone, or about $193,500,000 for the total 
track mileage. 


Since some of this money is spent 
for treating the ties so that they are 
resistant to rot and insects, however, it 
represents a saving in the long run. An 
untreated tie lasts only about seven

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years, while one treated with creosote 
and petroleum is useful well over four. 
times that length of time. 


The cost of crossties breaks down 
like this: the mills charge us about 
$2.50; treating them, which consists of 
seasoning, boring spike holes and im- 
pregnating with oil and creosote, costs 
65c; handling, transportation and in- 
sertion in track costs $1.85. The grand 
total thus adds up to $5 per tie. This, 
we will agree, is not cheap. Especially 
since it applies to about 1,200,000 ties 
each year. 


Most of our crossties and other tim- 
ber products are purchased in the North- 
west and moved to our wood preserving 
plants at Eugene and West Oakland. 
Ties are also purchased “in southern 
states for treatment at another plant at 
Alamogordo, N. M. The ties and timbers 
are stacked in curing yards and. air 
seasoned for from four to six months, 


‘When in prime condition for treating, 


the ties are loaded on:tram™cars and

moved to boring and incising machines. 
Pre-boring the spike holes insures even 
distribution of the preservative around 
.the critical area where spikes enter the 
ties. Incising, which consists of punch- 
ing hundreds of shallow holes in the 
wood, insures even distribution of the 
preservative through the surface. 

The ties are reloaded on tram cars 
and run into a treating cylinder 132 
feet long and eight feet in diameter, 
which can hold 16 tram cars loaded with 
about 1,000 ties. The huge door is bolted 
and a mixture of creosote and oil,

heated to around 190 degrees, is forced 
into the wood at a pressure of 100 to 
175 pounds per square inch, 


This gives the wood a 3/4 inch deep 
protective coat that defies the most per- 
sistant wood borers and the hardiest 
‘wood destroying fungus. After 10 to 12 
hours, the remaining preservative is 
drained from the cylinder and ‘saved 
for re-use. The big door is unbolted and 


the treated ties are withdrawn for ‘ship- 
“ment to points where needed. The ‘Oak- 
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land plant alone uses approximately 
90,000 gallons of creosote and 290,000 
gallons of petroleum each month. 

Tt can readily be seen that this wood 
preserving operation is of utmost im- 
portance in prolonging the life of ties, 
poles, pilings and structural timber. 
However, according 10 BR. M, Alpen, 
manager of the system treating plants, 
by not re-coating sawed ends of treated 
timber out on line, or re-applying creo- 
sote to any spots on ties where the 
treated layer has been chipped through, 
much of the good work that has been 
done to give the wood long life will be 
wasted, Fungus and wood borers will 
attack any small unprotected area, get 
under the protective coat and eat away 
the wood from within. This is particu- 
larly serious in the case of poles and

[k THE largest meeting of its kind 
ever held by Southern Pacific, 250 of 
the Company’s top freight and passenger 
representatives and guests from other 
departments gathered in San Francisco, 
February 14-16, to discuss trafic matters 
and the coordinated activities of all de- 
partments of the railroad. 

Tn this “Family Meeting” called jointly 
by W. W. Hale and C. E. Peterson, vice 
presidents of system freight and passen- 
ger traffic respectively, Southern Pacific 
personnel came from all parts of the 
nation, Canada and Mexico to join with 
executive officers from the General Office. 

Opening the two-day series of business 
meetings, President D. J. Russell (see 
page 2) said: “The main reason for our 
meeting here is to exchange ideas. When 
people ‘can sit down together, talk to- 
gether, meet and get to know each other 
personally, the results are better under- 
standing and cooperation. ‘No matter in 
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what department or territory we work, 
we are all fellow railroaders. We work 
together as a team and there are no 
‘stars’ on that team, for it doesn’t need 
any. 

“I take great pride in each of you and i 
the work you are doing; you are the q 
people who get the business and bring | 
in the revenues we need to keep our & 
railroad prosperous,” i 

The president then pointed out that i 
these revenues amounted to 868 million : 
dollars in 1951, including all of our 
wholly owned and partly owned sub- 
sidiaries, out of which there was ap- 
proximately 50 million dollars left, some 
of which provided returns for the people 
who really own the railroad—the stock- 
holders. The balance, it was stated, will 
go to buy equipment and provide facili- 
ties to handle our business. 

“We want to supply you with ‘all the 
ammunition we can to-help you continue 
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to get the maximum business from your 
areas,” he continued. “Since the end of 
World War I we have spent 390 million 
dollars for new equipment and 101 mil- 
lion dollars for new facilities. The hump 
yard in Roseville alone will cost nearly 
five million dollars when completed. 
And we're going ahead with our diesel- 
ization program, 

“More ammunition to help you in your 
business-getting is provided through our 
advertising program. You are all famil- 
jar with it and I think you'll agree with 
me that it has been effective. It fits in 
with our public relations program in 
which we always strive to give the public 
the facts. We believe in frankness at all 
times. Our railroad has nothing to hide; 
we have no secrets, If we cannot meet 
the demands of the public at all times, 
we say so and tell them why. 

“Something to consider constantly is 
net income. To be a going concern we 
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must earn sufficient net income to fi- 
nance added investments in our Com- 
pany. So become ‘net-minded’ in all your 
traffic solicitation activities. 

“Ours is a railroad of 90,000 employes 
operating over 15,000 miles of railroad. 
All of us can take a great deal of pride 
in the fact that our railroad has never 
defaulted on an obligation, never gone 
through receivership. Another thing we 
can be proud of is that we have devel- 
oped our own leaders. We have not had 
to go outside our own Company to find 
our executives.”

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President D, J. Russall made the opening address at the "Family Meeting’ of Freight and 
Passenger Traffic men In San Francisco, Feb. 14-16.

SPARKS YARD IS MODEL OF SAFETY 


Bere is good reason why Sparks 
. Yard won the top 1951 Safety Award 
in its classification, for it is staffed by 
competent, safety-conscious men. Al- 
though over one million freight cars and 
13,000 passenger cars were handled by 
erews there last year, there was not a 
single reportable injury. This put Sparks 
Yard in top place, safety-wise, among 
Greup Three Yards—those in which 
150,000 to 250,000 man-hours are worked 
yearly, 

The Bulletin presents this article not 
only to honor the men at Sparks, but all 
the other yardmen over the System who 


turned in outstanding Safety records 
during 1951. 

SP facilities at Sparks, just east of 
Reno, consist of a five-track freight 
house and three team tracks that serve 
47 industries. In addition, SP feeds, 
waters and rests in the neighborhood of 
15,000 cars of livestock there annually. 
Eleven switch engines handle the car 
shuflling. 

Also at Sparks are repair tracks that 
will accommodate 350 cars and clean- 
ing tracks where 50 to 75 cars are 
handled each day. Sparks is a regular 
icing station and has a PFE plant that is

Everyone on the Salt Lake Division 
seems to be safety-minded, since the 
division won a first in both the Trans- 
portation and the All Employes Presi- 
dential Safety Award competition. The 
feeling is particularly strong at Sparks, 
however. Some of the men have suffered 
accidents in years past and they don’t 
want it to happen again. What’s more, 
they don't want their fellow employes 
injured. The men constantly remind 
each other of Safety rules. 

According to General Yardmaster W. 
M. Davis, the current Sparks yard erew 
comprises the most safety-conscious 
group of men he has ever supervised. 

“They don’t wait until someone is 
hurt to repert an unsafe condition,” 
he says. “They let the trainmasters or me 


‘know: right :away when they -spot any 


condition that could cause an accident.” 


Trainmaster J. F. McCuistion agrees. 
“We've -got experienced men working’ 
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here and they know how to do a job 
safely and well. Hf there is anything 
wrong they let us know.” 


With this attitude about their work, 
there seems to be no reason why Sparks 
Yardmen won't continue to be Safety 
winners as long as awards are given.

alongside them is thinking.” 

Assistant Agent E. M. Reneer, who 
has charge of shed and platform opera- 
tions, is quick to second Agent Sumner. 
“These meetings,” Reneer says, “let 
each man learn the importance of the 
other fellow’s job. It prevents anyone 
from thinking that he’s the whole show. 
Therefore cach crew works as a team, 
and they check on each other to see that 
they do a good job. They put spirit into 
their work.” 


This spirit of cooperation is readily 
apparent to anyone ‘watching the men 
in action, Quickly, but without con- 
fusion, they move up and down the 
platforms loading and unloading cars, 
transferring freight to waiting cars, 
PMT trucks or to the warehouse. Each 
man seems not only to know his own job 
but the other man’s as well. They don’t 
get in each other’s way.

freight any better, but the man who

All freight cars are carefully pre- 
pared for loading. Floors are swept clean 
and all nails and band plates left over 
from previous loads are removed from 
boxcar walls. As much as 100 pounds 
of nails and plates are removed from 
cars each day. Any oil or acid spots left 
on car floors from previous loadings are 
thoroughly washed and covered with 
paper or cardboard. Bulkheads are con- 
structed and are used to assure secure 
and well balanced loads, since it’s been 
proven that bulkheading is a major 
factor in reducing LCL claims.

NEW NAME FOR TELEGRAPH DEPARTMENT 


(ROM now on we call it the Com- 

munications Department. On Febru- 
ary I, the Telegraph Department, one 
of the first-organized departments of 
the railroad, received a brand new name 
that's more descriptive of its present- 
day activities. 

Back when the railroad was being 
built -in the 1860’s telegraphic com- 
munication was a new and marvelous 
innovation. Indeed, the first transcon- 
tinental railroad might not have been 
built so quickly had it not been for 
the telegraph key and wire strung to 
the railhead. After 1869 when Leland 
Stanford pounded down the last spike 
(which was attached to telegraph wires 
to signal to the nation that America was 
spanned by rails) telegraph made it 
possible to safely dispatch many trains 
over long stretches of single track. 

But new developments soon began to 
cut into the telegraph’s monopoly on 
railroad communications. Although still 
used as a supplementary means of dis- 
patching trains, telephone, teletype and 
radio have taken over most communica- 
tions duties. 

In 1892 SP established in its General 
Office then Jocated at 4th and Town- 
send Streets in San Francisco, a small 
magneto switchboard to which 14 tele- 
phones were connected. Today the Com- 
pany has 30 branch exchanges over the 
railroad connected to over 7,000 Com- 
pany phones. 

In 1926 SP began using drop channel 
multiplex printing equipment (teletype) 
between San Francisco and New York, 
the first railroad to do so. Gradually 
the entire System has been equipped for 
teletype operation, providing rapid trans- 
mission of train consists and switching 
information. and providing city ticket 
offices over the System and in the East 
with means for rapidly transmitting in- 
formation pertaining to ticket sales and 
reservations. 
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In 1937 SP built radio stations at 
Emigrant Gap and Norden, about 21 
miles apart, to serve as a means of 
emergency communication should the 
telephone and telegraph wires be broken 
in severe weather. World War II cur- 
tailed further experimentation with 
radio, but by 1947 SP was again con- 
ducting tests to determine the place of 
radio in railroading. 

It is new possible for yardmasters in 
San Francisco and Los Angeles yards to 
contact yard engines through radio 
phones. On the San Joaquin and Coast 
Divisions freight engineers and conduc- 
tors talk back and forth over radios in 
erigine and caboose. Car checkers radio 
information into yard offices from pack 
sets. Paging systems have been estab- 
lished in yards and freight sheds ex- 
pediting operations. Radar is being used 
to locate breaks in telephone and tele- 
graph wires. At various points over the 
railroad tests are still being conducted 
to find other applications of radio and 
micro-wave to railroad communications. 

In general, every phase of electronic 
communication is being investigated for 
possible application to SP’s operations. 
That’s why the title of Telegraph De- 
partment is outmoded. Superintendent 
of Communications A. E. De Mattei and 
the 550 mien and women over the rail- 
road ‘in hig department feel that the 
new title is more in keeping with the 
many communication activities they are 
carrying on today.

The tunnel is 10,322 feet 
long and is part of the double track 
project over the mountains which will 
give 251 miles of continuous double 
track from San Francisco to Sparks. The 
tunnel is one of seven between Emigrant 


Gap and Andover constructed under the 
double track program of the Company 
which calls for expenditures of about 
$12,000,000. 

More than 220,000 cubic yards of 
granite were taken out of the tunnel 
and 900,000 pounds of dynamite were 
used in blasting. The long tunnel will 
have natural ventilation as it will be 
used only by eastbound trains operating 
on a descending grade.

WHALE OF A LOAD 


Southern Pacific has heen called upon 
to haul many strange and unusual com- 
modities in its time, but a carload ship- 
ment now being transported from point 
to point along the line is probably the 
most unusual of all. A whale weighing 
130,000, pounds, taken from the Pacific 
Ocean, has been embalmed whole and 
is being shipped over the lines by the 
Pacific Whaling Co., Inc. The whale’s 
heart alone weighed 1200 pounds and its
